Japanese ‘Resent’ U. S. Fleet 
In Pacific, Says Matsuoka

NEW YORK, March 24.—(4)— 
Yosuke Matsuoka, who headed the 
Japanese delegation which walked out 
of the League of Nations special ses- 
sion on Manchukuo, arrived here to- 
day on his way home and disclaimed 
any intention of appealing to the 
United States, because he said, Japan 
“is not a vassal state to America or 
any other nation.” 

A chunky little man with a thick 
moustache and yellow  horn-rimmed 
spectacles, Matsuoka puffed continual- 
ly on a pipe as he expressed the 
opinion Japan was misunderstood in 
this country. He said, however, he 
was On no mission in that connection. 

He also expressed the view, in an- 
swer to a question, that Japanese- 
American relations might be improved 
by the. withdrawal of the United 
States fleet from the Pacific. 

“The continued presence of the fleet 
in the Pacific at this time.” he said, 
“is causing misgivings among some 
people.” 

Later in the day Secretary Swan- 


¢son in Washington said he hoped to 


meet Matsuoka when he arrives in the 
capital next Thursday and would be 
prepared to discuss all naval angles 
ve American-Japanese relations with 
im. 


Matsuoka said in a subsequent in- 
terview, however, that he had made 
no plans so far to confer with the 
secretary of the navy or any other of- 
ficials in Washington.

RAL DICTATOR 
~ HELD IMMINENT 


Plan Presented at 
Meeting in Chicago, As- 
serts Newspapers. 


CHICAGO, March 24.—(4)—The 
Chicago Tribune sajd today it was 
reported that the appointment of a 
dictator with full power to control 
the railroads, wes imminent. 

The dictatorship possibility, the 
newspaper said, was presented Thurs- 
day at a meeting of the Association 
of Railway Executives by a commit- 
tee which recently conferred with 
President Roosevelt and other gov- 
ernment officials at Washington. 

The committee, composed of F. E. 
Williamson, president of the New 
York Centrai; Carl Gray, president 
of the Union Pacific, and J. J. Pel- 
ley, president of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, presented to the 
association’s advisory board, the 
views of the president, the Tribune 
said. Later the three rail officials 
left for Washington empowered by 
a resolution adopted by the associa- 
tion to represent the membership at 
further conferences with the presi- 
dent. 

Three metheds by which the wishes 
of the president could be accom- 
plished were outlined, the Tribune 
said, listing them as follows: 

1. Appdintment of a single federal 
dictator to act for all the railroads 
of the country. 

2, Appointment of three federal dic- 
tators, one each for the eastern, west- 
ern and southeastern sections of the 
country. 

3. The setting up through agree- 
ments of the railroads among them- 
selves of a dictator of their own ap- 
pointment. 

The executives were told that 
President Roosevelt feels the rail- 
roads can best help themselves _by

APPROVES RAIL BILL 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(4)— 
The impetus of President Roosevelt’s 
support was placed tonight behind 
legislation to regulate railroad hold- 
ing companies and to repeal the re- 
capture clause of the interstate com- 
merce act. 

This important legislation, indorsed 
also by the national transportation 
committee formerly headed by the late 
Calvin Coolidge, was given formal ap- 
proval by the house interstate com- 
merce committee earlier in the day. 
The committee chairman, Rayburn, of 
Texas, sponsored the bills. 

White House approval was made 
known late in the day, together with 
word that the president and his aids 
are preparing additional legislation 
on rail regulation and that he expects 
to put it before congress probably late 
next week, 

The measure repealing the recapture 
clause gives the interstate commerce 
commission new latitude in making 
rates, requiring it to take into account 
the effect of rates on movement of 
traffic; the public need of lowest cost 
consistent with adequate service, and 
“to the need of revenues. sufficient 
to enable the carriers, under honest, 
economical and efficient management, 
to provide such service,” 

The other bill will prevent escape 
of holding companies from control, 
placing their regulation under the 
I. C. C., and requiring commission 
approval _before any single interest 
may obtain control or management of 
two or more carriers.

JAPAN TO ADOPT | 
NEW NICKEL COIN 
FOR WAR PURPOSES 


TOKYO, March 24.—(UP)—The 
Japanese parliament shortly will adopt 


a bill changing the content of the 
empire’s small coinage from 20 per 
cent nickel and SO per cent copper 
to approximately 100 per cent nickel, 
it was learned today. 

The result would be a blow at the 
copper interests, but most of the 
nickel, it was understood, will be pur- 
chased from American and Canadian 
producers. 

The bill calling for this change is 
fostered by the war office, and is 
designed to build up huge reserves of 
nickel which could be valuable for 
casings of rifle and machine-gun bul- 
lets in time of war. 

Extensive orders have been placed 
for nickel and additional purchases are 
expected over a period of years. To- 
tal purchases should reach 8,000 tons 
or more, 

‘The present small coinage will be 
withdrawn and will be melted down 
to use in casings for rifle bullets for 
armies in Manchoukuo.

Last week Joseph W. Harri- 
inan, head of the bank, was arrested 
on a charge of embezzlement, nearly 
eizht months after the examiner first 
reported to Washington. 

Discussing the delay yeserday, At- 
torney-General Cummings said it had 
been judged necessary apparently he- 
cause the financial situation existing 
at the time might have started a run 
on the bank which would spread to 
others in New York. 

Awalt, explaining the treasury’s 
point in the affair, said the exami- 
her reported first to the department 
on July 25, 1932, that the bank's 
affairs were in bad condition, but 
he asked time to make it more liquid 
before any prosecution was begun.

COLUMBUS, Ga., March 24.—(4) 
Mrs. Ruth Gamble sobbed on the wit- 
ness stand today as she told the jury 
she was innocent of the charge of-slay- 
ing her husband. 

“I loved Robert and he loved me,” 
she said of J. R. Gamble, Columbus 
grocer, who was shot to death on the 
night of February 7. shortly after 
leaving his story on the Buena Vista 
road. 

She asked the jury .to “give me 
the extreme penalty” so she might 
join her husband in death if it ac- 
cepted the story ‘of Andrew Hunt, a 
negro, who testified he killed Gamble 
and Was promised $200 for the act by 
Mrs. Gamble. 


The negro pleaded guilty and ap- 
peared as a principal witness against 
Mrs. Gamble in support of the state's 
charge that she plotted the crime. 
Judge C. F. McLaughlin deferred sen- 
tencing the negro until the jury dis- 
posed of the case against Mrs. Gamble. 


Immediately following her plea of 
innocence and her denial of all charges 
made by the negro, including the one 
she promised him $200 to shoot Gam- 
ble, the defense rested and arguments 
of opposing counsel began. 

Mrs. Gamble gave the jury an out- 
line of her married life, and said the 
only unhappiness she had known was 
since her husband was killed. 

She told of working with her hus- 
band to save enough money to pur- 
chase the store where he was killed. 

She said she knew Hunt only as a 
negro who had done odd jobs about 
the store and the Gamble home. She 
said she had never seen the shotgun 
the negro said she provided for the 
shooting, until she saw it in court. 

Mrs. Gamble pointed out that she 
was not arrested until after she had 
been indicted hy the Muscogee county 
srand jury and had not had oppor- 


_tunity to present a defense at a pre- 


liminary lrearing.

First Reynolds Bride May Figure 


In Suit for Young Heir’s Estate 


BALTIMORE, March 24.—(®)—A 
Baltimore court was asked today to 


determine what share Libby Holman 
Reynolds, Broadway torch singer, and 
her infant son, will have in the for- 
tune built up by the late North Caro- 
lina tobacco magnate, R. J. Reynolds, 
and also the validity of her marriage 
to the late Smith Reynolds. | 

Suit was filed in circuit court by 
the Safe Deposit & Trust Company 
of Baltimore. trustee of the Reynolds 
estate, requesting the court to take 
jurisdiction and construe the wills 
and deeds involved. 

The court was asked not only to 
settle the case of Libby Holman Reyn- 
olds, but it also was asked to make 
a decision in the case of Smith Reyn- 
olds’ first wife, Anne Cannon Reyn- 
olds Smith, from whom he was di- 
vorced, and their daughter. 

Although Smith Reynolds left a'| 
will in New York, he was a minor) 
when he died and the North Caro- 
lina law does not permit a-minor to | 
make a will. The R. J. Reynolds’ 
will, under which he was a _ bene- 
ficiary, was filed in North Carolina. 

In papers filed today, attorneys | 
for the Safe Deposit & Trust Com-'

The petitioner holds three trust 
estates payable to Zachary S. Rey- 
nolds, one from his father, Richard 
Joshua Reynolds, who died July 29, 
1918; another created under the will 
of his mother, who married J. Ed- 
ward Johnston and died in 1924, and 
a deed of trust through which she 
set aside certain shares of stock in 
the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company.

A British ornithologist says that 
the lighthouse keepers on the English 
and Irish shores can tell the day of 
the week and of the month by watch- 
ing the migratory birds. So true are 
they to their instincts to fly south as 
cold weather approaches and north 
again as warm weather approaches. 
More remarkable is the statement 
made by this same man that the 
caged bird is so true to his instinct 
that he will fly to the southern part 


of the cage in winter and to the north- | 


ern part of it in summer. 

We human beings that have souls 
are equipped with divine instincts 
that are just as valuable to us as 
the bird’s animal instinct is to him.

He argues that a man who neg- 
lects his family, one who is disloyal 
to the closest of his relationships, will 
neglect his business and be disloyal 
to his employer; and that a man who 
is extravagant and wasteful in his 
private life will carry those same 
traits into his business. 

Reader, how do you treat the 
people that love you and are de- 
pendent upon you? The divine in- 
stinct bids you be kind, even when 
you are not able to return the 
love. You who are caught in a 
marriage prison, irked by the in- 
timacy of the close quarters, imag- 


: 


ining that if you could get out into 
the world and try your wings you 
could find a more congenial part- 
mer and a larger life, how do you 
treat the partner who is confined 
with you? Are you patient and pit- 

ful, or are you merciless and 
cruel? 

And you, son and daughter, bur- 
dened with the care and support of 
an old father or mother. whose 
presence in your home invades your 
privacy, restricts your freedom to 
go and come at will, necessitates 
economies, that are irksome, do you 
treat them as honored guests or as 
interlopers? They know the bitter- 
ness of dependence (there is none 
greater) and the loneliness of old 
age. Eyes too dim to read. ears 
too dull to hear, bodies too broken 
to move about easily, they resign 
themselves to be still and to live in 
a past that was much brighter and 
better. It is not surprising that 
they should make invidious com- 
parison between the old days and 
the present days. It is not surpris- 
ing that they should tell and retell 
the old jokes, the old tales. They 
are making a feeble attempt to re- 
capture lost illusions of youth and 
it’s a hard task. 

And you, son, who have outgrown 
your family and your humble home. 
outgrown your family because of the 
inheritance of brains and character 
from them and the acquiring of an 
education that their sacrifice made 
possible, do you keep in touch with 
them or do you salve your conscience 
for neglecting them by sending a check * 
occasionally? You know it is not the 
debt of the education*that they want 
paid, but the debt of love. You know 
it is not your money they crave but 
the real evidence of your affection. 
Divine instinct bids you give it as 
truly as divine instinct bade them pre- 
pare you for larger life and their cir- 
cumstances and equipment permitted 
them to enjoy. 

_ The divine instincts clamor loudly 
in our lives and they give us no peace 
until we have heard and heeded them.

Mrs. Roosevelt, who was 81 years 
old on February 15, had been staying 
with her daughter, Mrs. Hoff, since 
last September, when she became ill. 

She was born in New York in 1852, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
A. Dean. Sixty years ago she was 
married to Nicholas Latrobe Roose- 
velt, who was a fifth cousin of Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt. Her hus- 
band died 42 years ago. 

With Mrs. Roosevelt when she died 
were her daughter, Mrs. Hoff, and 
son, Nicholas G. Roosevelt, of Phila- 
delphia. The assistant secretary of 
the navy was en route here from 
| Washington. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
Sunday afternoon at Skaneateles, N. 
Y., in St. James’ Episcopal church, 
and burial will be in Lakeview ceme- 
tery, at Skaneateles.
